Furthermore I have no botanical news to tell you 
since I have not been working since June 1st., when I have 
been suddenly separated from the Museum, with my salary reduced 
from Bs. 1750 to 600 and all my assistants have been dismissed. 
Of course, I do net accept the new arrangement and am staying 
here only until the Government have decided What they are 
going to do about it. But I am in great fear that our herba¬ 
rium of over 10,000 sheets will have the same fate as those of 
Vargas and Ernst.

At last I am able to send you the list of 
names from the beginning of my work in Venezuela up to 
n° 8629. We have been working under peculiarly difficult 
circumstances. Since June 1st., I am without assistants 
and even the porter has been taken away from the Museum. 

If this should continue I would probably be obliged to 
relinquish my position, but as a big change is now going 
on in the Government, I still have hopes that matters 
can be arranged. The reason given for the above men¬ 
tioned suppression was a radical cut in the budget. 

With regard to your big list of names, I note 
that you identify n° 11190 with Xupr ec htia Hamanii , while 
those leaves belong to the type of Huprechtia Saeri Pitt. 
11° 11583 is under three distinct generic names, one given 
at Xew, another given by Blake and the last one by you as 
determined by Gleason.

The necessity of having the botanical names 


of certain Capparidaceae so as to be able to use their 
common names in the preparation of my book on the useful 
plants of Venezuela made me study that family a little, 

I have prepared keys of the species of Cleome and Capparis 
reported so far from Venezuela and revised with their help 
all the material at hand. I send you inclosed copies of 
the keys, and in the list of names also inclosed you will 
find the species we have here in our herbarium. As I have 
changed some names which had perhaps been sent by you, I 
shall be thankful if you will have a look at the family and 
tell me where I may have erred. I could not place my n° 

9490 (Cleome?) on account of our specimen being not very 
good. If you do not have a sufficiently good specimen to 
do better than I did, let me know. I remember exactly where 
the plant grows and I will go for it in April. 


I am also puzzled with P. 7551 and A 105. To 


all appearances they belong to Gaudichaudi a, but the genus 
has never been reported from Venezuela, ancT then my specimens 
do not correspond to any of the descriptions I have at hand. 

The two long, vermiform glands at the base of the leafblades 
do not seem to belong to the genus. What do you do with these 
things? In the same family, my n° 11484 is not Stigmaphyllon 
fulgens and I cannot decide to which species of Sunchosia Jahn 
n° 1194 does belong. 


I may send you another list of names next week

I have received your last list of iden¬ 
tifications and I am very thankful for it. Little by 
little we are getting to the end of those Compositae 
of former collections which had not been named. 

I thank you also for the descriptions 
of B erberi s. I have not had time so far to try to iden¬ 
tify the Venezuelan species we have in our herbarium. 

I suspect that among the species described by Hieronymus 
and others several will have to be reduced to the rank 
of synonyms. The same is probably the case with seve¬ 
ral suposed species of Securidaca . I have not been 
able to identify my Venezuelan species. The specimens 
at hand I have keyed easily taking the flower and fruit 
characters, but as the old descriptions do not contain 
details as to these parts and the characters derived 
from the leaves are very uncertain and mixed up, it is 
not possible to establish relations between the speci¬ 
mens and those old species. Moreover I think I have one 
or two new species. 

As you say, the specimens collected by 
3aer are not always very good. His last collections, 
however, have improved very much. I understand he 
wanted to make a general study of the flora of the State 
of Lara and for this reason he has been collecting more 
actively of late. But I am told that he is to be 
married in these days and will come and live near Valen¬ 
cia, which will necessary be the end of his work in 
Lara. 


With regard to Gehriger r s plants, I am 
going to send you a first lot of them, as it seems to 
me that they are a necessary complement to the pther col 










lections from Venezuela already in the herbarium. In 
general, the specimens are very good and complete and the 
collection isespecially rich in Compositae.
